Arraign Man 
On Robbery 
Charge Here 





Charged with robbery, Joe Cirini, 
26, 848 East 15th Street, Oakland, 
entered a plea of not guilty in 
Police Court yesterday morning. 

According to police, Cirini is one 
of a trio that allegedly overpower- 
ed and robbed Charles Clausen, 
826 Stannage Avenue, last Mon- 
day morning near Buchanan Street 
and San Pablo Avenue. The other 
two men who assertedly took part 
in the crime have not been appre- 
hended by authorities. 

Although no money was taken 
from Clausen, a wallet containing 
valuable papers was pilfered, 
charges in his complaint. 

Cirini’s arrest was brought about 
by the action of Joe Villa, local 
grocer, who was driving by at the 
time of the robbery. Villa chased 
the three men in his car and ob- 
tained the license number of the 
auto in which they were fleeing. 
Subsequgnt investigation finally 
traced the car to the Oakland man. 

Oakland police records show that 
Cirini has a varied criminal record, 
it is reported. He is now lodged 
in the County Jail and will face 
Judge Louis Hardie next Tuesday 
morning for preliminary examina- 
tion, He is represented by Frank 
W. Creely, Oakland attorney.

That the mid-morning pause for fruit juice at the Albany Play Center is popular with these 
young children, is perfectly evident. The children, ranging from two to four years, are supplied 
juice daily through the efforts of the Mothers Club, an organization made up of mothers whose chil- 
dren attend the project at Memorial Park under the direction of the Recreation Department.

PASS ORDINANCE 


Unanimously approving the new 
house moving ordinance, the coun- 
cil held its second reading and ord- 
ered it passed to print. The meas- 
ure provides for a fee of $100 on 
houses moved in from outside and 
also demands that a surety bond 
of $250 be posted. 

Prospective movers of houses 
into Albany will also find it neeces- 
sary to secure a permit from the 
City Engineer who, in turn, must 
get the approval of the City Coun- 
cil. The okeh of residents in the 
block to which the structure is to 
be moved must also-be secured. 

Also passed by the council was 
the measure containing recommen- 
dations of Dygert for the expen- 
diture of the City’s gas tax monies 
during the next two years, The 
funds will be spent on upkeep of 
a number of the streets, according 
to his plan.

the Building Inspector of the City 
of Albany, a Surety Company Bond 
running to the City of Albany, in the 
sum of Two Hundred Fifty ($250.00) 
Dollars, approved by the City Attor- 
ney, which bond shall be conditioned 
that the party so edit to move 
said building shall ess | comply 
with all the conditions and require- 
ments of all of the Ordinances of 
this City. 
SECTION 135 of Ordinance No. 217 
of the City of Albany, regulating con- 
struction or repair to buildings or 
other structures is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

SECTION 135. In addition to the 
requirements hereinbefore set forth 
for the obtaining of a permit to move 
any building as aforementioned, it is 
hereby ordained that all of the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance pertaining 
to the construction, erection, enlarge- 
ment, raising, alteration, repair, or 
removal of buildings which are not 
proposed to be caused to be moved 
on, over, or through any public 
street or highway, shall be applic- 
able to the construction, erection, en- 
largement, raising, alteration, repair 
or removal of any building, proposed 
to be moved under the provisions of 
this section, and it is specifically pro- 
vided that the provisions of Section 
4 of this Ordinance shall apply in 
such cases, provided, however, that 
when the estimated cost of erecting, 
altering, or nope te any building or 
structure proposed to be moved un. 
der this section does not exceed Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00), the per- 
son, firm or corporation applying for 
a permit therefor may file in lieu of 
plans and specifications hereinafter 
provided for, a statement in writing 
setting forth what construction, al- 
terations, repairs or improvements 
are contemplated, in which statement 
shall be dese the general char- 
acter, nature a extent thereof; and 
shall file therewith a plat of such 
proposed constructions, alterations, 
repairs, or improvements on the situ- 
ation plat, which is the only inked or 
indelibly rendered drawing that shall 
be required in such cases, 

SECTION 135.1 This
